TRE LIGHTING OF SOCOTRA, 


a 
“Seaman,” writing to the Tymes In regard to 
the proposed Ughtlng of Socotra, says :—Most of 
your correspondents treat the question of a licht 
on Socctra as onc which bas only ona side, The 
argument seems to be—A ship bas been lost; 
there la no ight on the nearest polol; ergo, & 
Ught would prevent such accidents. Iv, however, 
the question as simple as this? I think not, 
‘Lighthouses aro: most valcable alds to navigas 
ton where ships mus?,.or by smail errors, of 
navigation may, pars o¢ar the land [a. question, 
When, however, there fano necessity whatever 
for sighilrg soch land, when alro the coast fs 
dangerous by reason cf shoals, strong currents, 
continnons bad weather at certain seasons, 
and thick haze at others, {tis evident that a 
light may attract s mariner to a spot which he 
should by'all means avold, Such a spot ls tho 
east point of Socotra. Ta the casual observer it’ 
appears that, a1 Socotra is an {stand which: pre- 
‘vents a direct tlas from Colombo to Adea, and 
must therefore berounded, vessels must necessasl-. 
ly approach nerr it, unless the détourthey make is 
along one. This view, however, neglects the cle- 
ments of trigonometry, and therefore of na’ 
Hon, and as a matter of fact passing Soca 
distance of 40 miles only adda eight miles 
yago of 1,700, In other words, this small addlilon 
marks tho difference between perfect safety and 
fearfol risk. It is perfectly troo that many 
experienced captains wish for a light on Socotra, 
This is only human nature, Those men aro 
rfectly aware of the facts above stated, and 
Teet that they themselves would not be femp'ed 
{nto daoger during the bad monsoon for such a 
small theoretical gala, while In fine weather they 
would like tocut the corner a little closely, 
which the light would endblethem to do. Lights, 
however,, aro used by experlenced and Ine 
expcilenced, and, as the latter bave nearly at 
much power of cacsing disaster as the former, 
the circumstances demand careful consideratlon, 
My own belief is that a light on the cast polat 
of Socotra would cause’ more wiecks than it 
could posalbly save. | : “ 


THE KOWLOON WATERWORKS. 


eitialh Saat CMa 

The following description of the Kowloon 
waterworks prepared by the Hon, W. Chatham, 
Acting Director of Public Works, for the infor- 
mation of the Colonial Office, ts publahed in 
“the Gabette: ~ , Ze 

’ Prior to ithe completion of the works about 
to be described, the Inhabitants of that portion 
of ‘territory known as Beltlsh Kowloon wero 
entirely dependent upon wells or streams in the 
immediate ‘nelghbourhood of thelr dweillngs for 
thelr water supply, The rapidly focreaslog 

opulation -and establishment and growth of 

dustrial evterprises made it imperative that 
a sopply should be introduced fram sources leas 
Hable to contamination’ or,ta failure during the 
dry season ; ‘ ‘ 

Accard{agly, In 1893, works were undertaken 
on lines which had been sketched out by Mr. 
Osbert Chadwick, C.¥.G,, durlog bis vwistt to 
the colany In 1890, 

Britlsh Kowloon consists of a peninsala 23 
miles in length by an average brexdth’ol a little 
over mile, The Southern extremity of the 
peninsula is very largely occupled by European 
residences and barracks for the Hongkasg Re- 

tment, whilst the coxst lina to the northwards 
s fringed with Chinese villages, two of which— 
Yaumatl and Hung Hom—are of considerable 
alzo and Importance. The laterfor of the ponin- 
sula consists of a series of barren hills, inter. 
aected in all’ directions by valleys, 9 district 
which to 9 superficial glance appears far from 
favourable for 'the purpose of obiaining a water, 
supply, : ‘ 

Examination showed, however, thatthe vali 
‘bottoms were filled with sand satarated wit 
water, and subsequent experiments proved that 
a dally yleld of at least 1¢0,000 gallons {rom an 
area of 95 acres might be relied oo, Acting on
